Six tiny tears in backing; dates written in several openings 

Kent Company - Second Edition 

Three openings partially tom; writing within one opening; very clean otherwise 

Four openings partially tom without loss of paper; rare this nice 
Three openings have small tears, but otherwise quite clean 

One opening has a partial tear without loss of paper; there is a tiny remnant of sticker adhesive on the back; otherwise splendid 
Backing intact; comers sharp; the printing is a bit rubbed in two or three places 

Four openings partially tom; a couple of faint creases

Backing intact; adhesive stain in one opening; “Geo. W. Dunbar” written neatly in script on back 
One partial tear; printing a bit worn

Net graded from VF due to letters X inked within several openings; rubber stamped on back for Hobart J. Thurber, Jr. 

Rare variety; looks absolutely NM, but it was trimmed about 1/4" left and right
